Bilous speaks from personal ex- 
perience when he says the system 
needs changing. He argues that fixed 
election dates would help both voters 
and candidates: voters would know 
well in advance when to expect an 
election while working people would 
be able to arrange time off work to 
run for office or volunteer for can- 
didates. 

“When I was knocking on doors 
last night,” Bilous says, “I was letting 
people know that there was a likely 
chance of the election being called 
in the first couple weeks of February. 
People would ask me to write down 
the date for them. ‘Well, I’m not the 
premier, | can’t tell you.’” 

Nevertheless, Bilous has rented an 
office on 107 Avenue and will start a 
leave of absence from his teaching 
job at the Inner City High School, 
an arts-based alternative for at-risk 
youth, on February 1. “The truth is, 
I've taken a gamble,” he says. If the 
election isn't called in early February 
as expected, Bilous will find himself 
“in a bit of a financial bind.” 

Bilous isn’t alone in calling for 
fixed election dates. The idea, in 
fact, has support across the politi- 
cal spectrum, from the Alberta Lib- 
erals, the former Alberta Alliance, 
and even Tory MLA and former 
leadership contender Ted Morton 
But multi-party support doesn't 


make it the right electoral reform, 


says Keith Brownsey, a political sci- 
ence professor at the University of

dates “undemocratic” and a “so- 
called populist move” supported by 
people who want to appear like they 
are democratic reformers, but don't 
know enough about the system to do 
it properly. He points to the United 
States, where a long history of fixed 
election dates has not resulted in 
better voter turnout 

There’s not much to suggest that 
the results in Canada would be any 
different. British Columbia became 
the first Canadian province to use 
fixed election dates, starting in May 
2005. That, year, voter turnout was 
58 per cent, only three per cent 
higher than the 2001 election. In 
the 2007 Ontario election—the first 
one in that province under the fixed- 
date scheme—only 52.6 per cent of 
eligible voters made it to the ballot 
box, their lowest turnout ever, and 
a five per cent drop from the 2003 
election. 

Nor would fixed election dates 
broaden the field of candidates as 
Bilous suggests, Brownsey says. 
pointing again to the U.S., where 
the campaign period is much longer, 
a fact that favours candidates with 
deep pockets. 

Alistair King, co-founder of The 
Vote Project, a local group that 
works to improve voter turnout, 
agrees with Brownsey, adding that 
under a fixed-date system, the ruling 
party would be able to orchestrate 
the news cycle to their own advan- 
tage. “A government that is in pow- 
er,” he says, “is going to make prom- 


ises and announcements to coincide 
with these elections, just as we are 
experiencing now.” 

Wayne Blair, president of the Al- 
berta Association of Media Aware- 
ness, adds that engaging citizens is 
much more important than setting 
fixed election dates. To that end, 
there's nothing to suggest fixed elec- 
tions would improve media cover- 
age. “The media tend to report on 
the most urgent stuff,” he says. “An 
election isn’t urgent until it’s at least 
three weeks away.” (Citizens vote 
roughly four weeks after an election 
is called.) 

On the doorsteps of Edmonton 
Centre, Bilous encounters a dif- 


ferent problem: many voters don't - 


know there's a provincial election on 
the horizon, While political junkies 
and provincial candidates have been 
sensing an election in the wind ever 
since Stelmach was elected as Tory 
leader in December 2006, the aver- 
age Albertan won't perk up until an 
election is declared. If Bilous could 
give people a specific date when 
they'll be voting, he thinks there'd 
be a noticeable surge in voter inter- 
est and turnout. 

“The election comes out of the 
blue and there's a flurry of activity,” 
Bilous says. “For some people, they 
have to catch up on the events of the 
past few years in a very short period 
of time.”

then was environmentally aggressive, and 
included an anti-Idling ban, a pesticides 
ban, a ban on drive-thrus, as well as the 
goal of expanding the recycling program to 
more apartments and condos. 

“The environment is the umbrella under 
which everything else falls,” Razga says, and 
she intents to continue hammering that 
issue in the provincial election. 

Women's rights and increasing the role of

front of the TV cameras. “Jeanne 
and I are delighted,” Lougheed told 
me afterwards, adding that the new 
policy shows a “resurgence towards 
a priority” of arts and culture in 
the province. “The whole spirit of it 
makes it a good day, and that's why 
Jeanne and | are here.” 

I once heard the joke that for Stel- 
mach, “the arts” is defined as two 
farmers who meet for coffee in the 
premier’s hometown of Andrew, Al- 
berta—and “fine art” is when one of 
them offers to pay. I wanted to see 
how much truth there was in that 
joke, so at the media scrum after the 
press conference I asked Stelmach 
about his own artistic tastes. Here, 
verbatim, is what I asked: “Who are 
some of your favourite—you, person- 
ally—your favourite Alberta artists? 
Some writers you enjoy reading and 
music you enjoy listening to and that 
kind of thing.” 

Stelmach struggled hard to answer 
the question. He didn’t—or perhaps 
couldn’t?—name a single Alberta art- 
ist, even though minutes earlier the 
room had been filled with them. Here 
are portions of €d’s non-answer, 
which clocked in at two minutes and 
10 seconds. “In terms of reading,” he 
began, “I have a particular interest 
in reading Alberta history..... There 
are so many different communi- 
ties across the province, different 
pioneering families. {I enjoy reading 
about] what they contributed. [I] do, 
of course, support a lot of the local 
artists.” 

Stelmach then recalled his school 


days, when he joined band in Grade 
6 and “worked my way up” playing 
the tuba. “I've got a love of music,” 
he said. “To tell you the truth, in 
this kind of setting, that’s one thing 
that you can do: participate in choir 
practice and it takes your mind off 
all of the various issues in politics.” 
(Stelmach sings in his church choir 
in Andrew.) 

The premier continued: “But to 
name one particular Alberta artist, 
that means I'd be forgetting about 
somebody else. We have a number 
of really good budding artists that 
we've actually had sing at premier's 
[and] 
across the province of Alberta. But 
in terms of artists, mostly history 
and local authors that pick... a very 
specific topic in a small communi-

ty.... It's an area that I know that we 
have not developed in the province 
of Alberta, in terms of the very rich 
history the province of Alberta has 
contributed to our economic well- 
being.” End answer, and not one art- 
ist named. 

My journalistic colleagues thought 
Stelmach’s squirming was a riot. 
Writing in the Calgary Herald the 
next day, columnist Don Braid said 
it was the “best moment” of the 
morning. “The premier giggled like 
a Miss South Carolina contestant 
facing one of those deep questions 
about life,” he wrote. (Braid also got 
his facts right, which is nice. Herald 
columnist Robert Remington incor- 
rectly called me a journalism student 
after I asked Klein about media in 
September. This time, Braid correct-

ly identified me as a “sharp young 
reporter.” Much better.) Edmonton 
Journal writer Todd Babiak—who is 
arguably one of the province's bet- 
ter known writers—called it “the 
most uncomfortable moment” of 
the event. 

To be fair to Stelmach, I should 
point out the press conference was 
geared for awkwardness. Culture 
minister Hector Goudreau held a 
press conference in Edmonton at the 
same time, and the two were con- 
nected by videoconferencing. That 
meant when a reporter in Calgary 
asked Stelmach a question, the pre- 
mier had to avoid looking at the re- 
porter during his answer, and instead 
look straight ahead into the lifeless 
lens of a video camera. Naturally, 
Stelmach had trouble doing this. His 
staff had to keep directing him back 
to look at the camera instead of the 
people in the room. But even then,

Transcend also uses a Clover, a 
modern-day appliance that helps to 
ensure Poul’s exacting standards are 
met, Transcend owns one of only 20 
of these machines in Canada 

Poul explained that no matter how 
well the beans are treated by sup 
pliers, shippers, and roasters, the 
bottom line for coffee satisfaction 
lies with the customer, who remains 
responsible for brewing and storing 
it. (If you're interested, he says the 
best place to store coffee is an air 
tight container in the cupboard. He 
recommends the freezer only for 
long-term storage. ) 

On the downside, you probably 
won't want to dwell at Transcend 
Poul is working on building a com 
munity, but the café itself could 
stand to be a little more welcoming. 
The seating is limited, and by all ac 
counts uncomfortable. And though 
the bulk of the joint's clientele are 
self-proclaimed coffee geeks, those 
few new to coffee who bravely enter 
may leave Transcend a little more in- 
timidated than when they arrived 

Nevertheless, Transcend’s aim is 
to raise coffee to a new level, and 
in this town, it’s a level that only 
Transcend occupies. As far as coffee 
quality and knowledge goes, nothing

Watamaniuk, who makes frequent 
and sometimes lengthy international 
sojourns, says she’s quite accustomed 
to living out of a suitcase. Her cross- 
section of personal effects reflects 
some of her abiding fascinations and 
little bits of home she likes to carry 
with her. 

(1) 1960s Twin Lens Reflex Cam 
era: As an artistic photographer not 
much in the habit of taking snap- 
shots, Watamaniuk totes a hefty me- 
dium format camera. “It’s taken a lot 
of photos,” she says, “so it's prized. 
It takes larger pictures, larger nega- 
tives than 35mm. I’m not a huge fan 
of the technical aspect of photogra- 
phy, but I like the format a lot. It's a 
little rough, but it’s got a great lens. It 
is clunky and heavy, so that's some- 
times a bit problematic.” 

(2) Postcards and photos from 
family and friends 

(3) Antique miniature carved hand 
from Budapest: “Oh my God, I love 
hands. I collect little hands. It’s the 
most amazing one I’ve ever seen, 
and it's very, very tiny. It’s from the 
1920s, my favourite era. | think it's 
made out of ivory, which is a little 





taboo, but the craftsmanship is spec- 
tacular—it looks like it might be from 
a doll.” 

(4) Lock of her grandmother's 
hair: “It looks very cool—it's very 
long and braided with a ribbon in 
it. I suppose some of people might 
find it creepy. I think it's from when 
she was young. No one in my farm- 
ily could tell me [when it's from], we 
just found it:and they were like, ‘Uh, 
do you want this, jill?’” 


(5) Jewels and rings: “I'ma magi 


pie. They're not diamonds. They're 
stones and antique gems, mostly 
semi-precious stones. Most of them 
are from eastern Europe and Hong 
Kong. I do have a ring thing.” 

(6) Inspiration journals: More than 
a diary, Watamaniuk says her jour- 
nals contain found images and ideas 
that fuel her own creative work. “Be- 
cause | travel so much, | can’t carry 
many possessions, so | cut things 
out, anything that inspires, and they 
go into the journals.

jects could be replaced, but images of the 
past and my writing, which is my life’s work, 
that's gone. The novelist Ralph Ellison, ac- 
claimed for the book Invisible Man, never 
completed a second book. His attempt at a 
second book disappeared when his house 
burned down. A hard drive's a lot easier to 
carry than a tower too: there’s just a pair of 
cables to detach, so a hard drive's a pretty 
beautiful anti-fire device.” 

As a mental exercise, Azania adds, pack- 
ing a precious suitcase puts the importance 
of one’s personal effects into perspective 

“It's kind of a good way of detaching from 
physical things—you can say, ‘Yeah, maybe 
that stuff doesn’t matter all that much.’” 





Kalmanovitch imagined that 
whatever would motivate 
him to pack a hasty suitcase 
would have to be pretty dire 
and he assembled its contents 
accordingly.

The unwritten rules of DJ etiquette 
dictate that when an underground 
DJ sensation like Baltimore's Dave 
Nada hits town, you don’t bug him 
with Top 40 requests. Still, for those 
who absolutely can’t live without 
hearing, like, Christina Aguilera's 
“Ain't No Other Man” or Gnarls 
Barkley’s “Crazy,” like, right fucking 
now, Nada will be more than happy 
to oblige you—but maybe not in the 
way you expect. 

A good song is a good song, he 
says—and that, in a nutshell, is more 
or less the philosophy of the sound 
called “Baltimore club.” An uptempo 
hybrid of house, hip hop, and pop, all 
colliding into a party-rocking break- 
beat, Baltimore club has a punk- 
like capacity for breaking the rules 
That made it a natural transition for 
Nada, who had been a disciple of 
D.C. hardcore until he awakened to 
the new sound about six years ago at 
the University of Maryland. 

“At school, I used to do a college 
radio shift playing punk rock and 
hardcore stuff,” he says. “But once 
I started doing-my own radio show, 
I started befriending the other DJs

who were into, like, everything else— 
from house to drum ’n’ bass, funk, 
soul, and hip hop. A lot of these guys 
were turntablists and whenever | got 
a look at what they were doing, I’d be 
like, ‘Gee, I want to do that.’

For 
me, as far as music goes, it's really 
always been more about its energy 
anyway.” 

That zest is evident in tunes like 
Nada’s fusion of the aforementioned 
Aguilera hit and an old Afrobeat re- 
cord by The Rhythm Roots All-Stars 
he’s always liked. With its tribal hand 
drumbeat and big, bad horn section, 
Nada’s take on the tune has got it 
where it counts (the punk-funk in 
the trunk, as it were). A true booty- 
shaker, it’s a good example of why 
the mash-up dance scene is all the 
rage these days. Although Baltimore 
club has been around since the early 
90s, it’s only within the last three 
years that the genre has earned 
Nada’s 


international recognition. 


proud to see Baltimore club origina- 
tors like Nada’s buddy DJ Scottie B 
finally getting their due with book- 
ings across the pond. 

His own break came two years ago 
after he quit his day job to pursue DJ | 
and production work full-time. His 
2007 debut EP on T&A Records, 
Kick Out The Jams!, was listed at 
number one on the Turntable Lab 
chart and made it into the rotation 
on BBC Radio 1. He has more re- 
leases in the pipeline on T&A, Un- 
ruly, and Hai Karate Records (run by 
Calgary's own Smalltown DJs). 

When Nada isn't spinning at his 
Baltimore home base, Taxlo, he and 
his partner Tittsworth are out rock- 
ing the right clubs all the way from 
New York to L.A. But some of the 


best gigs he’s had so far, have been in 


“hot clubs” in snowy climes. 


“One of the craziest stints I’ve had | 


so far was the last time I was in Can- 


ada—the three shows in Edmonton, 


Calgary, and Winnipeg,” he says. 
“Winnipeg in particular was a mess.

“To be honest; I don’t even know 
what I’m writing about half of 
the time.” Amen, brother Bradley 
Amundson. Truer words were never 
spoken by an experimental-rock 
musician. But at least his bandmates 
seem to understand him. 

According to Amundson, vocal- 
ist and guitarist for the Edmonton- 
based group Team Building, experi- 
mental music was an unexpected 
common language for a group of 
former punk/metal/rock junkies. 
(Shaun Hammermeister used to rage 
with Wicked Fantasy, guitarist Jack 
Jaggard used to strum with Choke 
and Scott Davidchuck now tickles 


the keyboards instead of banging 
drums for The Get Down.) “We're 
horrible at communicating verbal- 
ly,” Amundson laughs. “But when it 
comes to experimental music, we all 
get along really well. We don’t have 
any schooling in theory or anything, 
so we'll take a chunk of music that 
someone has and work on it until we 
like what we've done to it. 

“We just had really good chemistry 
when we started playing together. We 
didn’t push anything too much. I take 
a long time to nitpick on very small 
parts of songs, so it's good because 
{ think we’re all pretty much paced 
that way. Our music is very woven, 
so it sometimes takes all rehearsal to 
get through just one song.” 

That painstaking approach is 
all over ‘Team Building's new CD, 
Upon St. Lawrence, whose clear-yet- 
dreamy sound rivals even The Bes- 
nard Lakes (a band which they had 
the pleasure of opening for last fall). 
Their words, however, have a more 
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specific, personal origin. 

“Lyrically, it's like making a mov- 
ie," Amundson explains. “It’s like 
taking a folk song, stripping it down, 


and turning it into a screenplay. 


Once you add the music, it has that 
dramatic approach to it with a cer- 
tain mood. The record itself is pretty 
mellow, but live it's pretty loud. | 
think that's why we play more ex- 
perimental stuff.” 


Amundson is aware that experi- 


mental rock isn’t for everyone. But 
Edmonton, a city hungry for the 
hums and wheezes of Eastern bands 
like Do Make Say Think and Holy 
Fuck, might just find a friend in 
Team Building. 

“We're pretty sincere with our 
playing,” Amundson says. “We're 


not trying to prove anything or walk | 


around wrapped up in scarves or 
anything. If we just play as well as 
we can and really connect with what 
we're doing, I think that's all you can 
do, really.”

Airport 
supplied veteran actress Helen Hayes 
with her second Oscar for Best Sup- 
porting Actress, in what must be the 
only instance of a disaster movie ac- 
tually being a showcase for outstand- 
ing acting.

But it makes perfect sense that 
overemotional melodramas would 
be the perfect vehicle for actors—and 
especially actresses—to indulge in 
the kind of acting that draws Oscar 
attention to itself.

If anything, I’ve got to take my hat 
off to Stallone for making a truly 
ballsy movie.

H.M.S. Pinafore: a pioneering work 
of musical theatre, full of songs dura- 
ble (and infuriatingly catchy) enough 
to still be rattling around in people's 
heads more than 125 years after they 
were written—not to mention the 
perfect distraction if Sideshow Bob 
ever shows up at your houseboat 
trying to kill you. Talk to a hardcore 
Gilbert & Sullivan fan—not a pastime 
I'd advise—and you'd be left with the 
impression that their classic nautical 
operetta is a pretty much unimproy- 
able piece of entertainment. 

But talk to local playwright Stewart 
Lemoine, who has been hired by Ed- 
monton Opera to “put a brand new 
polish” on the show, and you'll get a 
different story. 

“Part of the joke of the show is that 
everyone on board the ship is always 
extremely polite and courtly,” he says, 
“but the script takes that to such an 
extreme that you often don’t know 
what the characters are even talking 
about. Also, it's written at times in a 
very two-dimensional—sometimes 
even one-dimensional—way, so there 


are not a lot of opportunities to even 
play active thought. It can be a little 
static. And there are some characters 
who get only one line who you can 
certainly find more to play with.” 
Lemoine says his mission wasn't to 
turn the play topsy-turvy; he hasn't 


-tried to modernize the show with 


anachronistic cultural references, 
he hasn't altered any of the songs, 
and even though his favourite lead- 
ing man, Jeff Haslam, is in the cast, 
he hasn't even tried especially hard 
to make the play more “Lemoin- 
ian.” He’s more interested in blowing 
some of the mustiness off Pinafore’s 
surface while remaining true to its 
period and its breezy satire of British 
institutions and its rigid class struc- 
ture. 

“That D'Oyly Carte way of pro- 
ducing [Gilbert & Sullivan] certainly 
got a little calcified,” he says, “and 
people always associated it with an 
arch performance style that couldn't 
be wavered from. But we’re finding 
that there are huge opportunities 
in it for comic invention that don't 
compromise anything and which 
simply amplify the intention. Some 
purists might bridle at it a little, but 
that’s because the purists tend to be 
the people who were in the produc- 
tions many, many years ago and re- 
member every word. But I think this 
cast is extremely grateful that they 
have more to play now than just ‘the 
dear old words and tunes.” 

Lemoine's attitude toward Gilbert 
& Sullivan is more respectful than 


worshipful: “I prefer opera,” he says, 
“and operetta isn't really something 
I paid much attention to.” He de- 
scribes working on the script in the 
mechanical terms of someone solv- 
ing a crossword puzzle—beavering 
away at a scene a day, making sure 
his new dialogue fit into the empty 
spaces within the songs, and hop- 
ing the whole thing added up when 
he was done. But that approach is 
probably to the show's benefit: the 
last thing H.M.S. Pinafore needs is

yet another person getting precious 
about it. 

“Gilbert & Sullivan mark the be- 
ginning of a certain kind of English 
musical theatre,” Lemoine says. 
“They're the operettas that eventu- 
ally gave rise to other kinds of op- 
erettas—it's only a small step from 
them to Jerome Kern or Sigmund 
Romberg or Victor Herbert. And in 
turn it's just a step from them to Cole 
Porter. 

“Gilbert & Sullivan's patter songs

If ever there were movies that seem 
to have been built with the express 
goal of eventually bringing them to 
Broadway, then Disney's animated 
films (at least the ones they made 
before the sharp quality dropoff of 
Hercules, Mulan, and Pocahontas) 
are those movies. They're pretty 
theatrical already: full of epic narra- 
tives, colourful, over-the-top charac- 
ters, musical numbers every 10 min- 
utes, and comedic bits that appeal to 
adults as well as the little ones. 


The Citadel's production of Dis- 
ney’s Beauty and the Beast makes 
an effortless transition from screen 
to stage. Perhaps a little too effort- 


‘ less—if you've seen the movie, you'll 


know precisely, exactly, completely 
what to expect from the stage ver- 
sion. All the songs from the film— 
“Belle,” “Be Our Guest,” the lovely 
title track—make an appearance, as 
do seven less memorable new ones 
written specifically for the stage ver- 
sion.
